public schools, and lo adopt all means which 
they may deem necessary and proper to se- 
cure lo Ihe people the advantages and oppor- 
tunities of education." Tbe lanKUiigc of the 
Jonstitiuion la plain anil omplutio. IV binds 


the General Aiiembly to tat duty of promot- 
ing -public tchoob, or schooll open to the 
public, and to adopt inch means as will se- 
cure to the people the advantages ol educa- 
tion. 
The policy here inaugurated is as 


broad and comprehensive as the motive ii 
high and sacred. The end is the education 
of tbe entire population, cititens and stran- 
gert,—and the motive, " tht preservation of 
pur lights and liberties. The way in w'-ich 
it is to ,be accomplished is through " common 
schools |" by which, io the language of 
Webster, is meant, •' schools open to all the 
inhabitants of a district or town." Under 
this Constitution, therefore, every resident 
in the State, as soon as he is domiciled, may 
claim of the city or town in which he hat 
made his home, these equal opportunities 
and advantages of education for nis houtc- 
hold. If this is the privilege of the stranger, 
it is the right of the citizen ; a riulit which 
cannot be withheld, limited or abridged wi h- 
out manifest injustice. It is also plain that 
any invidious distinction imposed upon any 
class of citizens on account of race, party, 
sect, or color, amounts to an abridgement er 
denial of civil rights solemnly secuicd by 
fundamental law. 


4th. It is clear to the committee that what 


the General Assembly would not do by direct 
act, it should not allow to be done by dele- 
gated power to any city or town. If caste 
schools are established in Providence, New- 
port and Bristol, they exist by virtue of pow- 
er delegated to those towns by the Assembly ; 
and if, tnrough them, the just rights of any 
citizen are invaded, the Assembly is armtich 
responsible asthough those schools were es- 
tablished by direct act. 


6th. It is plain to the committee, that ev- 


ery citi.-en stands equal before the law, and 
that his children are entitled to equal privi- 
leges of education in the schools of his dis- 
trict, without respect to race, color, or con- 
dition. 


6th. It is also clear to the committee that 


what is right in the case is also expedient. 
N o evil is suffered or even lelt to exist in Wes- 
terly, Pawtucket, East Greenwich, Warren, 
or other compact towns, by the education of 
all the children in the district in one class of 
schools; nor would any be experienced ir. 
those towns which have caste schools, were a 
different system to prevail. This Is proved by 
the experience of cities in other States around 
us who have tried bothsystems. 


Your committee feel that justice should 


ever he the standing policy of the State; and 
lhat in the language of the Constitution: 
"Everyperson ought to obtain right and 
justice freely and without purchase,complete- 
ly and without denial, promptly and without 


could not be united with a due regard to 
thu interest* of the colored children, and 
in support of thit view, cited many facts 
that had come under his observation at a 
member of the School Commit lee. He 
showed that the per cenhge of ebsroces in 
the colored school would lead to the al- 
most total exclusion of the colored children 
from nhite schools, if they were required 
to submit to the rules now in force in re- 
gard to regularity and p-motuality of at- 
tendance.
